Column  3  of  Table  1  shows  that  891  births  have  been 
registered  during  the  year.  This  is  equal  to  a  birth  rate  of 
20.7,  which  is  0.7  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years, 
the  average  for  the  last  mentioned  period  being  21.4. 

Of  the  891  births  registered,  34,  or  3.8  per  cent  were  ille¬ 
gitimate

INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. 

Ninety- two  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  1908  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  this  is  equivalent  to  an  infantile 
death  rate  of  103.2  as  against  97.3  the  previous  year,  but 
wliich  compares  favourably  with  the  year  1906,  when  the 
infantile  death  rate  was  122.0. 

The  death  rate  of  legitimate  children  under  one  year  of  age 
per  1,000  legitimate  births  registered  is  equal  to  95.6,  whilst 
the  death  rate  of  illegitimate  children  under  one  year  of  age 
per  1,000  illegitimate  births  registered  is  equal  to  294.1. 
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POPULATION. 

I  estimated  the  j^opulatioii  of  your  district  for  the  year 
1908  to  be  43,000,  and  on  this  estimate  the  statistics  of  this 
report  have  been  built  up. 

ESTIMATED  POPULATION  FOR  1909. 

In  a  district  such  as  Stretford  where  the  erection  of  houses 
takes  place  so  irregularly  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  get  a 
correct  estimate  of  the  population  by  adopting  the  usual 
methods  and  in  order  to  be  as  correct  as  possible  I  had  on  a 
given  date  in  December  a  census  taken  of  the  number  of 
houses  occupied  and  unoccupied.  The  census  returns  of 
1901  showed  that  the  number  of  persons  per  occupied  house 
averaged  4.85,  and  on  this  basis  I  have  formed  my  calculations 
and  estimate  that  at  the  end  of  June  next  the  population  of 
vour  district  will  be  43,850. 

The  census  above  mentioned  disclosed  that  the  number  of 
houses  in  the  district  to  be  occupied  8,725  ;  unoccupied, 
501  ;  but  I  estimate  that  on  the  30th  of  June,  1909,  there  will 
be  8897  houses  occupied.

The  medical  superintendent  for  the  Ladywell  Sanitorium 
has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the  above  statement,  and  from 
which  it  may  be  noted  that  106  cases  have  been  treated  at 
that  institution  during  the  year  ;  83  cases  being  admitted 
during  the  year,  the  other  23  being  cases  which  were  remaining 
m  the  Sanatorium  at  the  close  of  the  year  1907. 

i  The  fatal  cases  in  the  institution  of  patients  from  this 
district  number  6,  against  11  for  1907,  and  an  average  for 
the  previous  five  years  of  9. 

Of  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  treated  in  hospital  7.2 
per  cent  proved  fatal,  as  compared  with  4.87  per  cent  of  those 
treated  at  home.  In  making  this  comparison  one  must 
remember  it  often  happens  that  the  mild  cases  are  treated  at 
home  and  the  severe  cases  removed  to  hospital. 
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DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS. 

The  above  diseases  are  responsible  for  32  deaths  during  the 
year  1908  as  against  7  for  1907,  and  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
25  of  the  deaths  are  of  cliildren  under  one  year  of  age. 


I  have  received  during  the  year  under  consideration  205 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  of  these  82  were  removed 
to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium,  6  of  which  proved  fatal,  also 
a  like  number  treated  at  home  proved  fatal.

REMARKS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

SMALLPOX. 

We  have  had  no  cases  of  Smallpox  during  the  year  under 
consideration. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  caused  four  deaths  during  the  year  being  reported 
upon. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

137  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  124  for  the  previous  year,  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  Table  III.  that  62  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
where  two  proved  fatal. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

During  the  year  under  review  39  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
one  of  Membranous  Croup  have  been  reported,  as  against  40 


case.s  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Membranous  Croup  for  the 
previous  year.  Two  deaths  occurred  in  hospital,  and  four  at 
the  patients’  homes.  Of  the  six  deaths,  one  belonged  to 
Stretford  Ward,  two  to  Trafford  Ward,  two  to  Clifford  Ward, 
and  one  to  Park  Ward. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

15  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  reported  during  the  year 
as  against  20  for  the  previous  year,  none  of  the  cases  proved 
fatal. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notified,  neither 
of  which  proved  fatal,  but  on  reference  to  Table  IV.  it  will  be 
noticed  a  death  is  recorded  and  which  took  place  in  a  public 
institution  outside  the  district. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  caused  one  death  (in  the  Trafford  Ward)  as 
against  five  for  the  previous  year  . 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  13  deaths  as  against  six  for  the 
previous  year. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Eleven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
two  of  which  proved  fatal  in  hospital,  one  from  the  Longford 
Ward  and  one  from  the  Park  Ward.  Last  year  14  cases  were 
notified,  one  of  which  proved  fatal. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 


The  above  Table  shows  that  during  the  year  62  specimens 
have  been  examined  bacteriologically  under  the  directions 
of  Professor  Delepine,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York 
Place,  Manchester.  Of  these  specimens  28  cases  were  those 
of  Diphtheria,  and  of  these  6  gave  a  positive  and  22  a  negative 
result. 

Of  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever,  15  specimen  cases  were 
examined,  of  which  4  gave  a  positive  and  11a  negative  result. 

Sputum.  19  specimens  were  examined,  10  gave  a  positive 
and  9  a  negative  result. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  eight  slaughter  houses  within  the  district,  all  of 
which  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Slaughtering  takes  place  in  these  premises  at  irregular 
times  and  as  the  Department  does  not  know  when  slaughtering 
takes  place  it  makes  it  very  difficult  for  your  officials  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  carcases.  I  shall  welcome  the  time  when  the  Council 
can  see  its  way  to  provide  a  public  slaughter  house. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Supply  from  Manchester.  There  are  in  the  district  three 
wells,  the  water  from  which  has  been  condemned  and  notices 
to  supply  for  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  a  supply  of  good 
wholesome  water  has  been  served. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

In  the  district  there  are  40  Bakehouses,  and  to  these  your 
Sanitary  Staff  have  paid  320  visits,  and  any  breach  of  the 
Bakehouse  Byelaws  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupier, 
and  on  each  occasion  the  matter  complained  of  was  removed. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERWAYS. 

The  streams  and  waterways  throughout  the  District  have 
during  the  past  year  been  kept  free  from  any  effiuvium 
nuisance. 

SEWAGE  FARM. 

The  area  of  the  Sewage  Farm  comprises  77  acres,  50  of 
which  are  under  sewage  treatment  by  broad  irrigation,  and 
tlie  standard  of  purity  of  the  effluent  is  very  high.  I  may  add 
that  all  of  the  sewage  west  of  the  Great  Stone  is  treated  at  the 
above  Farm,  the  sewage  east  of  this  point  is  received  into  the 
Manchester  culvert  and  treated  at  their  works  at  Davyhulme. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  the  effluent  has  been 
examined  four  times  by  the  officers  of  the  Lancashire  Countv 
Authority,  with  the  following  results.

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

If  reference  be  made  to  my  last  Annual  Report  it  may  be 
there  noticed  that  I  referred  to  20  houses  which  I  considered 
unfit  for  occupation,  and  made  certain  recommendations,  but 
owing  to  circ'umstances  connected  with  the  erection  of  a 
further  instalment  of  cottages  by  the  Council,  it  has  been 
thought  advisable  to  defer  giving  effect  to  the  recommendations 
I  then  made  until  such  times  as  additional  cottages  are  erected 
(to  accommodate  the  displaced  population)  which  have 
already  received  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

PREPARATION  OF  FOOD  STUFFS. 

During  the  year  1908  there  occurred  several  outbreaks  of 
Ptomaine  poisoning,  due  to  people  eating  bought  meat  pies, 
potted  meats,  &c.  In  consequence  I  thought  it  my  duty  to 
make  special  inspections  of  premises  where  meat  pies,  potted 
meats  and  fish,  sausages  black  puddings,  and  brawns  were 
made,  and  I  find  that  in  this  district  there  were  68  places  where 
such  food  stuffs  are  prepared.  All  these  premises  were  visited, 
and  their  condition  noticed,  and  their  sanitary  condition 
inquired  into,  and  in  the  main  I  found  them  fairly  satisfactory, 
but  I  thought  it  necessary  to  issue  a  circular  letter  to  each 
occupier  of  these  premises,  pointing  out  the  danger  of  unclean¬ 
liness,  and  instructing  them  that  all  mincing  and  chopping 
machines  should  be  cleaned  with  scalding  water  as  soon  as 
the  proceeds  of  mincing  or  chopping  was  finished,  and  that  all 
tins  for  baking  pies  should  also  be  sterilised  by  boiling,  and 
that  the  bakery  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  down  the  pest  of  flies. 
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It  is  well  known  that  flies  are  proliflc  in  carrying  disease, 
that  flies  may  settle  and  contaminate  food  stuffs  after  just 
previously  feasting  upon  some  purtescent  animal  matter. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  a  single  fly  may  carry  as  much  as 
100,000  bacteria,  Staphylococci,  the  particular  germs  of 
suppuration,  being  the  most  common.  Where  flies  abound, 
there  is  sure  to  be  dirt,  and  therefore  it  is  most  important  to 
keep  all  premises  scrupulously  clean.  The  premises  where 
food  stuffs  are  prepared  are  frequently  situated  at  the  back 
of  the  house,  and  often  in  close  proximity  to  stables  with  the 
accompanying  manure  heap,  where  flies  And  a  suitable 
breeding  place.  Flies  are  known  to  contaminate  milk,  which 
then  sets  up  diarrhoea  in  infants,  and  which  greatly  increases 
the  infant  mortality.  They  have  been  known  to  carry  the 
infection  of  Typhoid  Fever  from  the  stools  of  a  patient  to 
the  milk  used  by  nurses  in  an  Isolation  hospital,  thereby  caus¬ 
ing  the  nurses  to  be  infected.  They  are  also  known  to  have 
carried  the  infection  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  also  may  cause 
the  discharge  from  the  ears  by  infecting  the  ears  of  one  patient 
from  another  suffering  from  an  aural  discharge,  which  is  so 
difficult  to  treat,  and  which  causes  the  patient  to  be  kept  so 
long  in  hospital,  thereby  putting  the  local  authority  to  great 
expense.  It  is,  therefore,  essentially  necessary  that  in  isolation 
hospitals  the  greatest  effort  should  be  made  to  reduce  to  the 
minimum  the  number  of  flies.  There  is  no  doubt  they  are 
important  factors  in  the  spread  of  consumption.  Diphtheria 
is  carried  by  them,  as  is  also  Anthrax.  ! 

So  long  as  there  is  organic  matter  in  which  flies  can  lay 
their  eggs,  so  long  will  they  mutliply  ;  and  as  long  as  there 
are  open  middens,  ashpits,  pail  closets,  manure  heaps  and 
open  refuse  bins,  so  long  will  they  be  attracted  to  these  places. 

The  remedy  is  the  water-carriage  system,  and  receptacles 
for  all  kinds  of  refuse  should  have  fixed  covers  ;  manure  heaps 
should  be  as  far  from  houses  and  schools  as  possible,  and  if 
in  close  proximity  they  should  be  emptied  every  48  hours, 
and  the  pit  sprayed  with  a  disinfectant. 

All  places  where  food  stuffs  are  prepared  should  have  the 
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ceilings  and  walls  either  washed  with  slacked  lime,  or  disin¬ 
fectant  about  every  month  during  the  fly  season  ;  the  windows 
of  these  premises  and  all  premises  where  milk  is  kept  should 
be  ventilated  through  an  opening  having  a  fine  wire  gauze 
placed  at  the  entrance  so  as  to  keep  out  the  flies,  and  not 
direct  through  an  open  window. 

Butchers  should  also  take  the  greatest  care  to  keep  down 
the  flies  in  their  shops. 

ICE  CREAM  SHOPS. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  all  the  known  premises 
where  ice  cream  is  made,  and  where  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two  places,  the  trade  appears  to  be  carried  on  under  fairly 
satisfactory  conditions. 

The  places  visited  numbered  28,  but  as  my  visits  took  place 
rather  late  in  the  season,  it  is  my  purpose  (during  the  ensuing 
j-ear)  to  make  another  inspection  of  the  whole  district,  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  under  what  conditions  the  ice  cream  business 
is  carried  on. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AT  THE  END 

OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  District  continues  to  be  of  a  very 
high  character,  and  much  useful  work  has,  during  the  past 
12  months  been  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Officials  in 
removing  conditions  that  were  a  danger  to  health  and  it  is 
especially  pleasing  to  again  record  a  further  diminution  of 
the  privy  type  of  convenience. 

The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has 
added  to  the  work  of  the  Department.  The  systematic 
examination  of  children  attending  school  has  received  my 
constant  attention  during  the  past  year,  the  object  of  such 
an  examination  being  to  raise  the  physique  of  the  rising 
generation. 

Particulars  of  the  work  done  and  other  information  relating 
to  the  working  of  the  Sanitary  Department  will  be  found  in 
Inspector  Nuttall’s  report.

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Hackney  Coach  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

For  your  consideration  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my 
Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  work  done  in  the  Sanitaiy, 
Hackney  Coach  and  Cleansing  Departments  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1908. 

In  this  report  information  under  the  following  heads  are 
recorded  : — 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases  (including  accident  ambulance 

service). 

(b)  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

(c)  Testing  of  Drains  and  Sanitary  Fittings. 

(d)  Actions  taken  to  deal  with  the  black  smoke  problem. 

(e)  Cleansing  Department. 

(f)  Hackney  Coach  Department. 

(g)  Prosecutions. 

(h)  A  general  account  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 

district. 
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To  assist  the  Council  in  reviewing  the  work  done  by  ,the 
Sanitary  Committee  under  the  numerous  statutes,  I  have 
followed  the  practice  of  previous  years  in  making  observations 
under  the  heading  applicable  to  the  action  taken. 

The  death  rate  of  a  district,  in  conjunction  with  the  amount 
of  infectious  disease  being  the  usually  accepted  standards  by 
which  the  health  of  the  district  is  judged,  your  attention  is 
respectfully  directed  to  the  death  rate  of  the  district  for  the 
past  year,  which  is  11.4  as  compared  with  a  previous  record 
of  11.8  for  the  year  1905. 

Though  the  representatives  of  this  district  are  able  at  the 
present  moment  to  congratulate  themselves  on  the  low  rate 
of  mortality,  the  fact  cannot  fail  to  be  recognised  that  a  time 
must  arrive  when  such  rates  cannot  be  further  reduced,  but 
until  the  arrival  of  that  period  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the 
elected  representatives  of  the  people  and  their  officers  to  use 
every  available  resource  to  save  human  life,  to  reduce  to  the 
minimum  preventable  mortality,  and  to  render  the  conditions 
of  life  more  pleasant. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  year  under  review  is 
43,000,  accommodated  in  8,990  houses  (a  little  over  4.78 
persons  per  house),  and  taking  the  district  as  a  whole  (ex¬ 
cluding  water)  there  are  13.55  persons  to  every  acre.  For  the 
number  of  persons  per  acre  in  each  ward,  see  “  Density  of 
Population,”  statement  Page  18. 

The  details  of  work  carried  out  by  the  several  departments 
which  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
are  excluded  from  this  report,  such  being  recorded  in  the 
books  of  the  department,  which  are  at  all  times  available  for 
perusal  by  any  member  of  the  committee. 

The  work  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Staff  during  the 
year  will  contrast  favourably  with  that  of  previous  years. 
That  the  officers  of  the  Department  have  been  energeticall}^ 
engaged  in  removing  and  detecting  conditions  that  were  or 
might  become  prejudicial  to  health  is  evidenced  by  the  follow¬

The  annual  returns  from  Ladywell  Sanatorium  show  that 
83  persons  from  this  district  have  been  received  there  during 
the  past  year,  whilst  the  records  of  your  sanitary  department 
give  the  number  at  82,  the  difference  being  accounted  for  in  the 
fact  that  a  child  at  breast  was  (at  the  request  of  the  medical 
attendant)  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital  with  its  mother 
though  not  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease.

Steam  has  long  been  accepted  as  the  best  means  of  disin¬ 
fecting  articles  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  and  as 
above  recorded  over  2,000  articles  have  been  so  treated  at 
the  Empress  Street  Depot  during  1908,  and  that  being  so,  it 
will  no  doubt  be  conceded  that  the  steam  disinfector  has  been 
a  very  active  agent  in  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases. 

In  carrying  out  the  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c., 
the  disinfectors  are  required  to  exercise  considerable  care  and 
patience,  otherwise  damage  to  the  goods  may  result.  That 
the  men  are  careful  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  though  they 
have  dealt  with  2,012  articles  during  the  past  year,  not  a  single 
complaint  of  damage  has  been  received  by  the  department.

During  the  year  under  consideration  the  Horse  Ambulance 
has  fortunately  not  been  in  as  great  demand  as  during  1907. 

In  response  to  122  calls  received,  the  ambulance  turned  out 
117  times,  and  removed  either  home  or  to  an  institution 
106  persons,  in  11  instances  (on  the  ambulance  arriving  at  the 
place  as  directed)  it  was  not  required  for  various  reasons.

43,000  being  the  estimated  population  of  the  district  for 
the  year  under  consideration,  it  may  be  seen  on  reference^to 
the  above  statement  that  the  total  number  of  samples  sub¬ 
mitted  for  analysis  is  equal  to  2  per  1,000,  and  is  in  accordance 
with  requirement  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Of  the  86  samples  submitted,  the  County  Analyst  has 
certified  84  to  be  genuine  or  passable,  and  2  to  be  below  the 
standard,  the  last  named  referred  to  milk. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  estimated  population  for  the 
ensuing  year  has  been  fixed  at  43,850,  which  will  require  88 
samples  of  food  and  drugs  analysing  during  the  year  1909. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  prosecutions  have 
been  thought  necessary  during  the  past  year.

Of  the  samples  submitted,  all  were  declared  genuine  or  as 
passable  except  one  (a  sample  of  butter)  the  seller  of  which  was 
prosecuted  and  fined  as  above  stated. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  outside  cities  and  boroughs,  may 
be  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  Urban  District 
Councils. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  above  and  preceding  statements, 
158  samples  have  been  analysed  by  the  County  Analyst,  which 
is  equal  to  a  little  over  3.6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion. 

Of  the  total  samples  submitted  one  was  certified  to  be 
adulterated,  and  the  vendor  was  fined  as  above  stated  ;  the 
analyst  also  declared  two  samples  of  milk  to  be  either 
slightly  watered,  poor,  or  of  a  doubtful  character. 

From  the  same  sources  as  the  two  last  mentioned  other 
samples  have  since  been  taken  and  declared  to  be  genuine.

The  advantages  of  applying  the  hydraulic  or  other  suitable 
test  to  the  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  all  classes  of  property 
has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under  consideration.  In 
all  cases  where  water  is  available  it  is  used  in  testing  both 
drains  and  sanitary  fittings,  as,  by  its  application  defects 
(that  would  not  be  apparent  if  smoke  or  chemically  tested) 
are  at  once  made  evident  by  the  water  not  remaining  motionless 
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OLD  PROPERTY. 

The  472  tests  made  to  the  drains  of  old  property  showed  that 
164  were  defective  either  from  bad  workmanship  or  faulty 
materials,  thus  34.7  of  the  drains  of  old  property  dealt  with 
during  the  year  would,  in  the  absence  of  a  test,  have  remained 
defective  and  a  danger  to  health,  as  by  mere  inspection  it  is 
not  possible  to  decide  that  any  conduit  receiving  sewage  is 
sound.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  120  tests  have  been 
applied  to  Sanitary  Fittings,  and  which  disclosed  a  fact  that 
52  or  43.3  per  cent  were  defective  in  various  respects. 

NEW  PROPERTY 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  1,018  tests  have 
been  applied  to  the  drains,  and  459  to  sanitary  fittings  of  new 
property  ;  of  the  former  478  or  46.6  per  cent  were  defective  ; 
of  the  latter  tests  138  or  30  per  cent  were  defective. 

In  the  two  classes  of  properties  to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  2,013  tests  have  been  applied,  disclosing  832  defects 
which  would  have  been  undiscovered,  thus  demonstrating  a 
truth  that  had  not  such  conduits  been  tested,  over  41  per 
cent  of  the  whole  would  have  remained  constant  sources  of 
danger  to  health. 

In  giving  effect  to  this  part  of  your  officials’  duties  every 
reasonable  care  is  exercised  ;  not  only  do  they  test  the  drains, 
&c.,  both  old  and  new,  but  owners  and  workmen  are  advised, 
when  such  information  is  asked  for,  how  best  to  do  the  work 
and  what  materials  to  employ  in  doing  so,  and  in  this  direction 
much  inconvenience  and  expense  is  avoided. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Amongst  the  many  duties  devolving  upon  Local  Authorities 
by  the  provisions  of  the  numerous  Public  Health  Acts  is  the 
important  one  of  preventing  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
with  black  smoke,  or  as  one  writer  says  “  atmospheric  sewage.” 

Your  officials  have,  during  the  year,  taken  159  observations 
of  60  minutes  each  with  the  result  that  the  chimneys  under 
observation  emitted  an  aggregate  of  200  minutes  46  seconds 
black  smoke,  or  an  average  of  1  minute  15.7  seconds,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1  minute  31  seconds  for  the  year  1907. 

The  time  limit  (four  minutes  in  the  hour)  allowed  by  this 
authority  has  been  exceeded  12  times,  and  in  respect  of  these 
two  firms  have  been  prosecuted,  three  notices  to  abate  the 
nuisance  served,  two  defaulters  have  been  written  to  and  in 
one  instance  the  case  was  under  consideration  at  the  close 
of  the  year.

The  above  statement,  compared  with  a  similar  one  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1907,  shows  a  marked  diminution  in 
privy  closets  and  wet  ashpits. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  in  use  in  the 
district  8,108  receptacles  receiving  domestic  and  faecal  refuse, 
as  against  7,862  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  Pail  Closets  in  the  district  total  113,  91  of 
which  are  in  use  on  the  Ship  Canal,  17  at  the  County  Cricket 
Ground,  and  the  balance  in  Stretford. 

To  further  reduce  the  number  of  privy  closets,  and  if 
possible  to  rid  the  district  of  that  relic  of  the  dark  ages, 
every  effort  will  (during  the  ensuing  year)  be  made  by  this 
department.

PRIVY  CONVENIENCES. 

Of  the  161  privy  closets  there  are  48  that  cannot  (for  various 
reasons)  be  converted  into  waterclosets  ;  but  the  balance  (113) 
the  department  hopes  to  deal  with  in  the  near  future. 

For  your  information  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Sanitary 
Committee  in  the  year  1902  instructed  the  inspector  to  include 
in  his  Annual  Report  for  that  year  a  similar  statement  to  the 
one  above,  and  which  showed  that  in  the  district  at  that  period 
there  were  1261  privies  and  795  privy  ashpits  as  compared 
with  161  of  the  former  and  127  of  the  latter  at  the  close  of  the 
year  under  consideration. 

There  is  not  a  single  privy  in  Clifford  Ward,  and  only  two 
in  each  of  the  Trafford  and  Cornbrook  Wards,  the  bulk  of  this 
type  of  convenience  now  exists  in  the  Stretford  and  Longford 
Wards.

A  similar  statement  to  tlie  one  above  sliows  that  during  the 
year  1898  4,330  privy  ashpits  were  emptied  as  compared  witli 
1,887  for  the  year  1908,  the  diminution  being  due  to  the 
abolition  of  the  privy  type  of  convenience,  also,  during  the 
first  mentioned  year  8,898  dry  ashpits  were  emptied,  as  against 
35,932  for  the  year  under  consideration  ;  further,  your 
cleansing  staff  in  the  year  1898  emptied  58,170  dust  bins,  as 
compared  with  300,476  so  dealt  with  during  1908. 

In  the  year  1898  the  department  dealt  with  the  contents  of 
71,398  receptacles,  and  ten  years  later  with  an  increased 
])opulation  of  16,000  persons,  the  cleansing  staff  emptied 
388,295  domestic  conveniences.

LOADS  OF  REFUSE  REMOVED. 

As  above  stated  568  loads  of  refuse  have  been  removed 
from  wet  pits  against  645  during  the  year  1907  ;  from  dry 
ashpits  and  dust  bins  10,090  loads  have  been  taken  away,  as 
compared  with  9,605  the  preceding  year,  and  in  addition 
1,073  loads  of  clinkers  have  been  carted  to  various  places  of 
deposit. 

The  above  statement  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
loads  removed  from  dust  bins,  also  of  clinkers  carted  away  by 
our  own  staff. 
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PLACES  OF  DEPOSIT. 

The  cleansing  department  returns  give  the  number  of  loads  of  refuse  that 
have  been  deposited  at  the  several  places  mentioned  above. 

The  three  principal  depots  being  Lowes  Tip,  Stretford, where  over  5,000 
loads  have  been  tipped.  Empress  Street  Destructor  has  received  5,451  loans, 
and  to  Stott’s  Farm  74  loads  have  been  taken.  In  the  year  1908  this 
authority  carted  to  the  last  mentioned  place  1694  loads.

Exclusive  of  trade  refuse  brought  to  the  destructor,  and 
assuming  the  average  load  to  be  26  cwts.,  over  1,000  tons  of 
domestic  refuse  has  been  dealt  with  at  the  Empress  Street 
Destructor  Works  during  the  year,  and  is  in  excess  of  9  tons 
per  cell  for  every  12  hours  worked. 

The  major  portion  of  the  trade  refuse  brought  to  the  des¬ 
tructor  is  from  Greengrocers  and  Fish  Dealers  shops.  This 
class  of  refuse  has  materially  increased  in  quantity  during 
the  past  few  years.

Amongst  the  prosecutions  taken  are  two  for  neglecting  to 
comply  with  a  justices  order  to  abate  a  nuisance  arising  from 
the  emission  of  black  smoke,  another  was  necessary  to  secure 
compliance  with  a  notice  from  this  Council  to  put  in  order  a 
defective  drain,  in  this  case  an  order  with  full  and  extra  costs 
was  made  on  the  owner  to  do  the  work  within  14  days. 

For  offences  against  the  provisions  of  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  1903,  two  persons  have  been  prosecuted  and 
convictions  obtained. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Towns  Police  Clauses  Act,  1847^ 
50  persons  have  been  proceeded  against  during  the  year  under 
consideration,  viz. — 42  persons  for  allowing  their  dwelling- 
house  chimney  to  be  on  fire,  and  eight  for  driving  for  hire 
without  a  license,  fines  and  costs  were  imposed  amounting  to 
£11  19s.  6d. 
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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  gratif37ing  to  record  that  the  general  health  of  the 
district,  judged  from  a  statistical  standpoint,  has  during  the 
year  been  fairly  satisfactory,  and  as  factors  conducing  to  such 
a  result,  299  preliminary  and  33  statutory  notices  have  been 
served  and,  excluding  smoke  precautions,  in  only  one  instance 
has  summary  proceedings  been  necessary. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  summary  of  this  report,  your 
Sanitary  Staff  has  been  energetically  employed  in  detecting 
nuisances  and  conditions  that  were,  or  were  likely  to  become 
factors  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  and  in  supervising 
the  work  necessary  to  remove  such  conditions  I  estimate  that 
your  officers  have  made  over  1,500  visits. 

To  intercept  house  drains  from  main  sewers,  14  intercepting 
traps  have  been  fixed,  and  to  secure  a  passage  of  atmospheric 
air  through  house  drains,  14  air  inlets  and  20  ventilating 
shafts  have  been  provided. 

I  Primarily  through  the  efforts  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  Mr.  Councillor  Robinson,  J.P.,  there  are  in  the 
district  126  privy  closets  and  79  wet  ashpits  less  at  the  end 
of  1908  than  there  were  at  the  commencement,  and  he  hopes 
to  still  further  reduce  them  during  1909. 

A  statement  on  page  57  shows  that  there  are  yet  within  the 
district  161  privy  conveniences,  and  127  privy  asphits,  but 
48  of  the  former  and  36  of  the  latter  cannot  for  various  reasons 
be  abolished. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  register  of  cowsheds  show  there  are  nine  persons 
occupying  16  cowsheds  in  the  district  from  which  milk  is 
sold  to  the  general  public. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  within  the  district  are  on  the 
decrease,  as  the  register  shows  that  five  persons  occupying 
nine  cowsheds  have  for  various  reasons  discontinued  to  keep 
cows,  and  in  two  instances  cows  are  kept  to  supply  milk  for 
family  use  only.  When  such  is  the  case  registration  is  not 
required. 
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The  Milkshops  Register  contains  the  names  of  93  persons 
who  sell  milk  from  premises  within  the  district,  and  to  these 
414  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  past  twelve  months  ; 
also  in  the  same  register  are  recorded  the  names  and  addresses 
of  30  persons  residing  outside  this  district  that  sell  milk  within. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES,  AND  OUT¬ 
WORKERS’  PREMISES. 

By  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  and  Home  Office 
orders  made  thereunder,  increased  duties  are  imposed  upon 
Local  Authorities,  and  to  give  effect  to  the  requirements  to 
the  Act,  856  visits  have  been  made  by  your  officials  of 
Factories,  Workshops,  Workplaces  and  Outworkers,  with  a 
result  that  in  32  instances  conditions  were  found  that  con¬ 
travened  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  which  on 
being  pointed  out  to  the  occupier  were  remedied. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report,  permit  me  to  record  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  many  kindnesses  and  generous  support  accorded 
me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  in 
particular  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  in  granting  me  an  extended  vacation  in 
the  Spring  of  the  year  under  consideration. 

To  the  inspectoral  staff,  the  departmental  clerk,  the  disin¬ 
fectors,  and  the  nightsoil  foreman,  my  thanks  are  due  for 
their  continued  assistance  and  united  efforts  to  improve  the 
life  and  home  environments  of  the  population  within  the 
Sanitary  jurisdiction  of  your  authority.
